RESOLUTION 

Relative  to  the  retirement  of  Mr.  John  Bardsley. 

Resolved.,  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  meeting  in  Joint  Convention,  that  we,  being 
profoundly  conscious  that  the  community  for  which  we  legislate 
has  suffered  a  severe  loss  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  John 
Bardsley  as  a  member  of  Common  Council  from  the  Twenty- 
eighth  Ward,  that  he  may  assume  the  responsible  duties  of  City 
Treasurer,  desire  to  place  on  record  our  estimate  of  Mr. 
Bardsley  as  a  wise,  conscientious,  courageous,  and  incorruptible 
Councilman. 

For  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  he  has  served,  not  only 
his  immediate  constituents,  but  also  the  entire  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, with  such  a  rare  knowledge  of  municipal  wants  and 
resources,  that  in  every  hour  of  perplexity  as  to  expense  and 
income,  his  was  the  knowledge  and  experience  that  were  largely 
depended  upon  for  such  action  as  would  best  suit  the  emergency. 

As  there  ©pens  the  retrospect  of  such  an  official  life  as  that 
of  Mr.  John  Bardsley,  involving  so  many  years  of  sacrifice 
for  the  public  interests,  and  in  which  he  has  pre-eminently 
displayed  a  thorough  knowledge  of  every  financial  question  af- 
fecting the  weal  of  Philadelphia,  and  performed  his  taxing  and 
laborious  duties,  especially  as  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, in  such  a  satisfactory  manner  that  these  Councils  feel 
that  we  can  appropriately  say  of  him  that  he  has  been  a  wise 
and  conscientious  counsellor,  and  a  faithful  servant  of  the 
people.

Gentlemen  : — In  February,  1888,  I  was  elected  a  member 
of  Common  Council  from  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward  for  a  term 
of  two  years. 

In  November  last  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  decreed  a 
division  of  the  ward,  creating  the  Thirty-second  Ward  out  of 
the  Twenty-eighth.     Previous  to  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  May 

,  1874,  authorizing  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  to  decree 
a  division  of  wards,  new  wards  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
were  created  by  special  Acts  of  Assembly,  in  each  case  pro- 
vision being  made  for  the  continuance  in  office  of  Councilmen 
and  ward  officers. 
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But  in  the  law  under  which  the  court  acted  in  this  case  no 
provision  whatever  is  made  to  enable  Councilmen  residing  in 
the  new  ward  to  continue  in  office  for  the  unexpired  portion 
of  their  term. 

The  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  No.  3,  in  the  matter  of  the 
election  of  School  Directors  of  the  Nineteenth  Ward  (11  Phila. 
Reports,  300),  decided  that  the  office  of  School  Director  in 
the  old  ward,  held  by  one  who  lived  in  the  new  ward,  became 
vacant  by  the  act  of  law,  the  same  as  if  the  Director  had  vol- 
untarily removed  into  another  ward.  The  City  Solicitor  has 
lately  given  his  opinion  to  the  same  effect. 

In  view  of  the  uncertainty  of  the  law  on  this  subject,  and 
in  order  that  no  question  may  be  raised  as  to  office  of  Coun- 
cilmen to  be  elected  from  the  new  Thirty-second  Ward,  I 
hereby  resign  my  office  as  Councilman  from  the  Twenty-eighth 
Ward,  to  take  effect  the  last  day  of  March,  next.

Dear  Sir  : — In  compliance  with  the  ordinance  of  Councils 
approved  July  2,  1888,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  authorize 
and  direct  the  Director  of  Public  Works  to  prepare  plans  and 
specifications  for  a  bridge  over  the  Schuylkill  river  at  Walnut 
street,"  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  preliminary 
plan  for  a  bridge  across  the  river  Schuylkill  at  Walnut  street. 

The  design  shows  three  quadrangular  truss  spans  over  the 
river,  123  feet  between  centres  of  piers,  the  latter  placed 
parallel  with  the  river,  two  in  the  water,  and  two  on  either 
shore,  giving  a  clear  passage  for  navigation  in  the  middle  at 
mean  high  tide  2 1  feet  in  height  and  100  feet  in  width,  with 
a  similar  opening  on  each  side  adjoining  the  wharves  of  some- 
what less  dimensions. 

The  approaches  at  either  end  of  river  spans  between  Twenty- 
fourth  and  Thirty-second  streets  will  be  wrought  iron  girder 
spans  of  29  to  70  feet  in  length,  supported  by  wrought  iron 
columns,  passing  over  Twenty-fourth  street,  Schuylkill  River 
East  Side  Railroad,  the  Schuylkill  Front  and  West  Chester 
branches  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  and  the  Junction  Rail- 
road. At  the  ends  of  the  ironwork  approaches  the  present 
surface  of  Walnut  street  will  be  raised  by  earth  embankments 
to  the  required  grades. 

From  60  feet  east  of  Twenty-third  street,  the  ascending 
grade  to  the  east  shore  pier  will  be  two  feet  per  hundred,  rais- 
ing the  present  surface  at  the  east  curb  of  Twenty-third  street 
two  and  seven-tenths  feet,  and  lowering  the  present  surface  of 
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Twenty-fourth  street  one  and  one-half  feet,  to  give  a  clearance 
under  the  structure  12  feet  in  height.  The  new  grade  at  this 
point  will  be  fifteen  and  eight-tenths  feet  above  the  present 
surface,  giving  ample  headroom  over  the  Schuylkill  River 
East  Side  Railroad.  From  the  east  shore  pier  the  grade 
ascends  sixty-two-hundredths  of  a  foot  per  hundred  to  Thirty- 
first  street,  giving  suificicnt  headroom  for  the  two  railroads 
crossed,  by  lowering  part  of  those  of  the  West  Chester  Rail- 
road about  two  feet. 

From  Thirty-first  street  the  grade  descends  two  feet  per 
hundred  to  the  west  curb  of  Thirty-second  street,  raising  the 
present  surface  four  and  three-tenths  feet,  and  giving  ample 
headroom  over  the  Junction  Railroad,  but  materially  interfer- 
ing with  the  tracks  of  the  Allison  Manufacturing  Company ; 
thence  to  Thirty-third  street,  with  a  grade  of  five-tenths  of  a 
foot  per  hundred,  without  materially  changing  the  present 
surface  in  front  of  the  buildings  east  of  Thirty-third  street. 

It  is  proposed  to  place  Walnut  street  from  Twenty-second 
to  Twenty-fourth  streets,  which  is  now  only  50  feet  in  width, 
upon  the  city  plan,  60  feet  in  width,  thereby  requiring  the 
owners  of  property  when  rebuilding  in  the  future  to  set-back 
to  that  width,  and  beyond  which  there  shall  be  no  projections 
of  steps,  etc.,  the  fronts  of  the  present  houses,  except  those 
near  Twenty-fourth  street,  that  will  be  materially  damaged, 
are  generally  now  back  to  that  width. 

On  the  iron  structure  the  roadway  will  be  37  feet  in  width, 
allowing  of  four  lines  of  rapid  travel,  with  footways  of  9|  feet 
on  each  side ;  a  total  width  of  56  feet.  From  Thirty-second 
to  Thirty-third  streets  the  street  would  remain  as  at  present, 
80  feet  in  width. 

Because  of  the  numerous  railroad  tracks  on  each  side  of  the 
river,  extending  west  to  Thirty-second  street,  the  bridge  must 
not  only  be  one  of  unusual  length,  but  also  one  difficult  of 
construction,  compelling  the  use  of  iron  where  a  stone  bridge, 
because  of  its  permanency,  would  be  more  desirable,  and  in- 
creasing the  cost  generally  beyond  that  of  a  bridge  which 
would  span  the  river  only. 

The  approximate  estimate  of  the  cost  is  $900,000.     If  the* 
finances  of  the  city  will  not  permit  so  large  an  appropriation 
in  any  one  year,  the  work  could  be  divided  into  two  or  even 
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three  parts  without  any  special  disadvantage,  except  the  delay 
in  the  time  required  for  its  construction. 

I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you  will  transmit  this  plan 
to  Councils  for  consideration  by  the  proper  committee,  and  the 
Department  would  be  glad  to  give  such  committee  any  addi- 
tional detailed  information  required  for  an  intelligent  consid- 
eration of  the  whole  question.

Your  Sub-Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  for  considera- 
tion, examination  and  report,  the  petition  of  certain  property 
owners  of  all  the  property  along  the  line  of  Ontario  street, 
from  Ninth  street  to  Tenth  street,  in  the  Twenty-fifth  Ward, 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  praying  Councils  that  they  be 
reimbursed  the  cost  of  a  certain  sewer  assessed  against  their 
respective  properties,  respectfully  report,  that,  as  stated  in  the 
said  petition,  during  the  year  1872  or  1873,  a  sewer  was  con- 
structed on  said  Ontario  street,  extending  from  Ninth  street 
as  far  westward  as  Eleventh  street,  of  the  dimension  of  three 
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feet,  into  which  the  city  opened  inlets  to  carry  off  the  storm 
water,  and  that  the  said  sewer  was  in  good  condition  and  suffi- 
cient in  capacit}'-  for  all  purposes.  That  in  the  year  1885,  by 
ordinance  approved  July  10  (Ordinances  of  1885,  p.  192), 
the  Department  of  Surveys  was  authorized  to  confirm  the 
revision  of  lines  and  grades  on  plans  No.  154,  etc.,  on  which 
plan  No.  154  is  included  the  said  Ontario  street,  between 
Ninth  and  Tenth  streets,  in  the  Twenty-fifth  Ward,  Philadel- 
phia, and  that  this  action  was  very  properly  taken  to  avoid  a 
grade  crossing  at  the  Richmond  Branch  of  the  Philadelphia 
k  Reading  Railroad,  and  which  said  revision  of  the  lines  and 
grade  Avas  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1886,  con- 
firmed by  the  Board  of  Survevors.  That  by  ordinance  ap- 
proved July  15,  1887  (Ordinances  of  1887,  p.  235),  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  was  authorized  and  directed  to 
grade,  among  others,  Ontario  street,  from  Ninth  to  Tenth 
streets,  in  the  TAventy-fifth  Ward,  and  that  the  Department  be 
authorized  to  first  lower  the  sewer  in  said  street.

(87)  cents,  which  they  have  paid,  and  the  several  assessment 
bills  therefor,  duly  receipted,  have  by  them  been  produced  and 
exhibited  to  your  Sub-Committee,  and  they  are  convinced  and 
satisfied  as  to  their  correctness.  The  several  bills  are  herein- 
after enumerated,  showing  the  names  of  property  owners  and 
the  respective  amounts  by  them  paid,  corroborated  by  exhibit 
of  bills  furnished  your  Sub-Committee  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Survey  Bureau.  Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  under 
the  circumstances  and  facts  presented  before  them,  the  peti- 
tioners should  be  entitled  to  relief,  and  therefore  recommend 
that  the  prayer  of  the  said  petitioners  be  granted,  and  that  an 
ordinance  be  reported  by  your  Committee  back  to  Councils 
recommending  an  appropriation  of  one  thousand  one  hundred 
and  eighty-five  (1,185)  dollars  and  eighty-seven  (87)  cents,  for 
the  purpose  of  reimbursing  the  petitioners  the  respective 
amounts  by  them  paid,  as  shown  in  the  following  table :

Dear  Sir  : — In  company  with  the  officers  of  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys  and  representatives  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railroad  Company,  I  have  visited  Tasker  street  and  Somerset 
street,  on  the  river  Delaware,  with  a  view  to  arranging  for  the 
construction  of  the  main  sewers  authorized  to  be  built  by  ordi- 
nance of  Council. 

The  streets  through  which  these  sewers  are  to  pass  are  still 
private  property,  and  in  endeavoring  to  secure  permission  of 
the  owners  to  pass  through  the  same,  I  have  had  a  letter  sent 
me  by  the  Vice-President  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railroad  Company,  asking  that  in  consideration  of  the  privi- 
lege to  pass  through  their  property,  the  city  will  vacate  certain 
streets.     A   copy  of  this   letter,   together  with   a   copy  of  the 
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report  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  upon  the  sub- 
ject, is  hereto  attached. 

I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you  will  transmit  the  same 
to  Councils,  for  reference  to,  and  consideration  by,  the  proper 
Committee.

Dear  Sir  : — In  view  of  the  extraordinary  cost  and  diffi- 
culty of  constructing  the  Somerset  street  sewer  through  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad,  frojn  Richmond 
street  to  the  Delaware  river  and  tearing  up  and  rebuilding  the 
tracks  and  pier  No.  6,  I  have  made  examinations  and  studies 
to  ascertain  Avhether  it  could  be  advantageously  avoided. 

We  have  the  right  on  Williams  street,  which  is  only  50  feet 
wide,  whereas  Somerset  street  is  60  feet  AJ^ide,  and  to  turn  from 
Somerset  into  Williams  street,  either  at  Tulip  or  Richmond 
street,  would  add  to  the  length  and  the  cost  of  the  sewer  over 
$40,000.  The  curves  and  increase  of  length  are  objectionable, 
and  the  narrower  streets  would  be  nearly  filled  up  with  the 
sewer. 

To  tear  down  the  track  on  pier  No.  6  and  rebuild  them  will 
cost  f  15,000,  besides  the  loss  of  business,  and  storage  capacity, 
which  the  company  call  attention  to.  This  loss  will  be  con- 
siderable ;  but  statements  are  made  to  me  by  several  persons 
that  the  principal  shipping  is  from  piers  further  south,  and 
that  this  pier  is  comparatively  little  used. 

The  trestling  is  now  old,  and  when  rebuilt  will  be  much 
more  substantial  and  valuable  ;  I  should  say  that  the  replacing 
of  the  old  tracks  for  them  would  be  worth  to  them  half  of  the 
cost,  or  |!7500. 

I  do  not  know  how  to  estimate  the  loss  of  business,  but  I 
should  think  that  what  they  would  gain  on  the  new  construc- 
tion would  fully  compensate  them  for  tho  loss  of  business,  and 
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that  we  should  have  the  right  to  go  through  their  property 
without  any  charge. 

With  regard  to  the  opening  of  Tasker  street,  I  find  some 
surplusage  of  legishition,  but  back  of  it,  I  find  in  the  Regis- 
try Bureau  a  record  that  it  was  opened  by  a  jury  from  the 
"  Delaware  river  to  Front  street,  February  6,  183*2."  I  there- 
fore take  it  that  the  street  is  legally  opened,  and  we  have  un- 
restricted right  to  construct  the  Tasker  street  sewer  without 
its  entering  into  this  question.  We  can  go  on  and  advertise 
and  build  Tasker  street  sewer. 

I  have  looked  into  the  proposition  of  the  railroti  company  to 
have  all  the  streets  vacated  and  stricken  from  the  city  plan, 
between  Williams  street  and  Allegheny  avenue,  east  of  Elm 
street. 

Under  an  ordinance  passed  September  25,  1875,  (P.  252) 
all  streets  between  the  above  limits,  east  of  Bath  street,  ex- 
cept Neff  street,  were  stricken  from  the  plan  on  condition  that 
the  Reading  Railroad  should  dedicate  Neff  street.  100  feet  wide, 
and  Williams  street,  from  Brabant  street  to  Port  Warden's  line, 
and  Bath  street,  from  Williams  to  Allegheny  avenue,  80  feet 
wide,  which  was  done  by  them  as  certified  by  the  Law  Depart- 
ment. With  the  exception  of  five  small  lots,  it  is  represented 
that  the  P.  &  R.  R.  R.  Company  now  own  all  the  property 
within  the  limits  the  vacation  is  asked  for. 

Since  receiving  your  letter,  I  have  endeavored  by  inquiry  to 
ascertain  what  objection  would  be  likely  to  a]-ise  thereto.  It 
is  asserted  by  several  who  are  in  a  position  to  be  well  informed 
that  there  would  be  a  very  strong  opposition  by  some  of  the 
property  owners  in  that  vicinity,  and  the  assertion  is  made 
that  the  Port  Richmond  wharves  now  entirely  occupy  3,000 
feet  of  the  river  front  from  Cumberland  street  to  Williams 
street,  and  this  proposal  would  cut  oft"  2,400  feet  more  from 
Williams  street  to  Allegheny  avenue.  I  ask  what  disadvantage 
this  would  be,  and  was  told  "  it  deprives  people  from  getting 
to  the  river  all  this  distance."  To  the  inquiry  as  to  what  they 
need  go  to  the  river  for,  I  could  not  get  an  explicit  answer. 

The  fact  must  be  recognized,  that  in  order  to  operate  large 
railroad  bnsiness  successfully,  large  areas  are  required,  and  if 
these  can  be  given  where  the  railroads  are  firmly  seated  by 
virtue  of  long  established  laws,  and  territory  and  business  has 
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grown  up  adapted  to  those  conditions,  if  the  faciliiies  for  rail- 
road business  can  be  given  and  resti'icted  to  those  localities,  it 
will  be  best  for  the  public  interest. 

I  do  not  see  therefore  that  the  corporation  or  public  gener- 
ally would  be  seriously  interfered  with  by  the  proposed  revision 
of  the  plan,  and  any  disadvantages  would  be  more  than 
balanced  by  the  increased  facilities  afforded  by  giving  space 
for  the  successful  operations  at  the  termination  of  a  great  line 
of  railroads. 

While  the  privileges  asked  for  by  the  railroad,  and  by  the 
city,  are  qui^e  independent  of  the  other,  it  seems  to  me  that 
the  railroad  company  should  concede  gratuitously  Avhat  we  ask 
for  and  the  city  grant  their  request. 

I  think  they  should  be  secured  by  separate  ordinances  and 
should  not  be  given  the  one  as  a  consideration  for  the  other.

Dear  Sir  : — Referring  to  the  matter  of  extension  and  con- 
struction of  sewers  through  our  property  at  Port  Richmond 
and  at  Tasker  street,  which  has  been  the  subject  of  discussion 
between  your  department  and  our  company,  I  would  say  that 
it  is  the  disposition  of  all  parties  connected  with  the  Phila- 
delphia &  Reading  Railroad  Company  to  accommodate  the  city 
in  this  respect  in  the  most  liberal  manner  possible. 

As  a  matter  of  course,  the  construction  of  the  work  will  be 
a  most  serious  injury  to  us  from  a  money  standpoint.  It  will 
involve,  during  the  time  required  to  complete  the  sewer  through 
the  pier  at  Somerset  street  (Avhich  time  is  estimated  by  your 
engineers  as  from  six  to  nine  months),  the  loss  of  the  use  of 
pier  No.  6,  the  loss  of  the  use  of  the  south  side  of  pier  No.  5, 
and  of  the  north  side  of  pier  No.  7,  by  reason  of  the  occu- 
pation of  the  docks  by  your  floats  and  lighters,   necessarily 
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required  in  the  process  of  the  construction,  as  well  as  loss  of 
storage  capacity  for  our  coal  upon  the  pier,  to  the  extent  of 
about  50,000  tons. 

It  is  hard  to  estimate  what  the  amount  of  this  damage  would 
be,  but  it  must  necessarily  be  very  large.  Tasker  street  has 
never  been  opened  through  the  property  of  this  company,  and 
with  the  desire  of  facilitating  and  expediting  the  work  of  the 
construction  at  that  point,  we  would  be  willing  to  waive  the 
delay  which  will  be  involved  in  proceedings  for  opening  the 
street,  assessing  and  awarding  damages  to  us,  and  other  delays 
incident  to  such  proceedings,  and  in  addition,  would  give  the 
right  of  way  for  the  sewers  without  cost  to  the  city. 

Provided,  the  city  in  return  would,  through  Councils,  vacate 
the  streets  from  Elm  street  eastward,  and  Williams  street 
northward  to  xlllegheny  avenue,  as  illustrated  upon  the  accom- 
panying blue  print,  as  being  within  the  boundary  lines  of  the 
property  of  this  company.  These  streets  within  our  limits 
will  be  of  value  to  us,  because,  if  vacated,  we  will  be  enabled 
to  enclose  our  property  and  construct  and  operate  continuous 
railroad  tracks,  while  at  the  same  time,  their  use  would  be  of 
but  little  practical  value  to  the  public,  and  their  vacation  would 
result  in  no  disadvantages  to  the  public. 

If  your  views  upon  this  subject  coincide  with  ours,  as  I 
trust  they  will,  we  can  arrange  at  once  for  the  use  of  our 
property  for  the  improvements  suggested.  I  shall  be  glad  to 
meet  you  and  discuss  the  subject,  and  give  you  any  additional 
details  in  this  connection  whenever  it  suits  your  convenience.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  railway  companies  have  ignored  all 
our  proceedings,  and  no  doubt  stand  prepared  to  contest  in 
court  the  question  of  their  liability  to  repave,  with  improved 
pavement,  from  curb  to  curb,  the  streets  they  occupy. 

This  question  has  been  agitated  for  a  long  time  past,  and 
should  be  settled,  so  that  the  streets  occupied  by  these  com- 
panies, which  are,  in  fact,  all  the  principal  thoroughfares  of 
the  city,  can  be  repaved  with  improved  pavement.  I  ask  your 
earnest  attention,  and  would  say  that  I  am  prepared  to  co-op- 
erate with  you  in  bringing  about  any  early  settlement  of  this 
important  question.

Dear  Sir  : — In  compliance  with  the  resolutions  of  Coun- 
cils, passed  on  I^ovember  3,  1887,  authorizing  and  directing 
me  to  prepare  a  new  and  proper  street  passenger  railway 
test  case,  I  notified  the  company  operating  the  railway  on 
Race  and  Vine  streets  to  repave  a  certain  portion  of  their 
road  with  Belgian  blocks.  They  failed  to  do  so,  but  agreed 
to  submit  the  points  at  dispute  in  a  "  case  stated  "  in  the 
proper  court  without  requiring  the  department  to  stop  their 
cars. 

The  attorney  representing  the  company  had  several  confer- 
ences with  me,  as  well  as  with  the  City  Solicitor ;  but  the  case 
stated  has,  I  believe,  not  yet  been  agreed  upon,  much  less 
argued  and  decided. 

In  their  bill  several  points  were  raised  which  developed 
some  entirely  new  facts  in  connection  with  the  ordinances  of 
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Councils  regulating  this  matter,  and  a  more  careful  reading 
of  these  satisfied  me  that  the  attempts  theretofore  made  to 
compel  the  passenger  railway  companies  to  repave  the  streets 
occupied  by  them  had  not  been  in  strict  compliance  with  the 
terms  of  the  letter  of  the  law. 

After  a  further  conference  with  the  City  Solicitor  it  was 
deemed  best  to  approach  this  matter  in  an  entirely  new  way, 
and  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  was  directed  to  sub- 
mit a  list  of  streets,  five  or  six  squares,  occupied  by  each  of 
the  passenger  railway  companies  in  the  heart  of  the  city  out 
of  repair  and  requiring  repaying,  and  on  the  receipt  of  his 
report  the  respective  companies  were  notified  upon  blank  ap- 
pended, marked  "A,"  to  repave  these  streets  within  the  time 
required  by  the  ordinance  of  Councils. 

To  prevent  possible  complications  as  to  the  company  finally 
liable  to  do  this  work,  these  notices  were  served  not  only  upon 
the  President  of  the  corporation  owning  the  tracks,  but  also- 
upon  the  Presidents  of  the  companies  having  leased  them  ;  and 
the  parties  notified,  as  well  as  the  streets  ordered  to  be  repaved, 
are  found  upon  appendix  B  hereto  attached. 

These  notices  were  mailed  to  the  proper  address  on  Septem- 
ber 28th,  and  on  October  10th  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Highways  reported  as  the  result  of  the  examination  of  the 
streets  upon  Avhich  the  passenger  railway  companies  Avere 
notified  to  lay  Belgian  blocks,  that  the  only  road  paying  any 
attention  to  the  notice  was  the  Union  Passenger  Railway 
Company,  which  was  laying  blocks  on  Seventh  street,  from 
Filbert  to  Race  streets.  The  blocks  laid  by  this  company 
upon  this  street  are  not  in  accordance  with  the  notice  served, 
not  being  Eastern  granite  blocks  ;  and  it  is  presumed  that  the 
work  done  is  being  done  with  regard  to  the  notice  served 
upon  them. 

Section  4  of  the  ordinance  of  July  7,  1857,  referred  to  in 
the  notice  to  the  companies,  reads  as  follows  : 

"  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  company,  as  aforesaid,  when 
requested  so  to  do  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways, 
to  remove  any  obstruction,  mend  or  repair  their  road,  pave  or 
repave  the  highways,  as  hereinbefore  provided  ;  and  should 
they  refuse  or  neglect  to  do  so  for  ten  days  from  the  date  of 
such  notice,  then  and  in  such  case  the  Councils  may  forbid  the 
running  of  any  car  or  cars  upon  the  said  road  until  the  same 
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is  fully  complied  with  ;  and  the  city  reserves  the  right  in  all 
such  cases  to  repair  or  repave  such  streets,  and  the  expense 
thereof  shall  be  a  judgment  upon  the  road,  stock,  and  efiects 
of  such  company,  recoverable  sis  judgments  are  now  recover- 
able by  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

The  companies  have  refused  or  neglected  for  a  longer  period 
than  ten  days  from  the  date  of  notice  to  comply  with  the  re- 
quest of  the  department,  and  it  is  for  Councils  to  say  whether 
either  or  both  of  the  remedies  against  the  com])anies  named  in 
this  section  shall  be  applied.  If  it  is  desired  to  forbid  the 
running  of  the  cars  upon  these  roads,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
pass  an  ordinance  directing  the  department  to  do  so.  If,  in 
addition  to  this  or  in  lieu  of  this,  Councils  desire  that  the 
streets  should  be  repaved,  the  expense  of  such  repaving  to 
become  a  judgment  upon  the  road,  stock,  and  effects  of  the 
respective  companies,  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  appropria- 
tions sufficient  for  this  purpose. 

The  department  has  an  item  for  repairing,  repaving,  and 
removing  snow  and  ice  from  streets  upon  which  passenger 
railway  tracks  are  laid,  amounting  to  $2,500,  a  sum  mani- 
festly inadequate  to  do  more  than  to  raise  another  case  for 
submission  to  the  courts,  where  two  are  already  pending  by 
the  paving  of  less  than  one  square  of  a  street  occupied  by  pas- 
senger railway  tracks. 

The  whole  matter  has  been  carefully  considered  b}'^  the 
department  in  all  its  details,  and  no  further  steps  can  be 
taken  without  legislation  of  Councils  in  one  or  both  of  the 
directions  above  indicated.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  yours  of  the  5th  inst.,  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  reports  as  follows : 

"  The  sewer  at  Thirty-fourth  and  Walnut  streets  is  30. 
above  tide,  and  the  curb  in  the  middle  of  the  block  on  Wood- 
land avenue  is  only  36.7,  consequently,  a  sewer  would  only  be 
about  four  feet  deep  at  the  depression.  This  would  drain  the 
street,  but  would  not  be  deep  enough  to  drain  cellars,  and  I 
presume  this  is  what  needs  relief.  To  drain  effectually  and 
deep  enough,  a  new  sewer  would  have  to  be  built  very  deep 
along  Walnut  street,  from  Thirty-fourth  to  Thirty-third  street, 
at  which  point  the  old  sewer  is  deep  enough  for  an  outlet.  As 
a  sewer  has  already  been  built  on  Walnut  street,  no  assessment 
bills  could  be  collected  by  the  city,  and  the  extra  cost  would 
be  about  $1,500. 

"  The  trouble  arises  from  an  old  creek  running  diagonally 
across  the  blocks,  and  the  property  owners  put  in  a  wooden 
trunk  where  the  houses  were  built  This  has  rotted  out,  and 
they  have  brought  the  trouble  on  themselves  by  not  building 
of  stone  or  brick. 

"  They  are  in  trouble  and  the  city  will  have  to  come  for- 
ward and  help  them  out,  even  if  it  does  cost  something  extra. 

"  The  subject  should  be  presented  to  Councils  so  that  they 
could  pass  an  ordinance  if  they  think  proper."

To  regulate  the  driving  of  horned  cattle,  sheep  and  swine  ini 
the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.    The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,   That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  drive, 
horned  cattle  between  the  hours  of  6  A.  M.  and  7  P.  M.,  fromi 
March  1  to  November  1,  and  between  7  A.  M.  and  7  P.  M., 
from   November   1    to   March    1,  within   the   following  limitsi 
(with    tlie    exceptions    hereiiuifter    made),   namely:     between' 
Washington  and  Lehigh  avenues,  and  the  Delaware  river  and 
Fortieth   street,    and   in   that   portion   of   the   Twenty-eighth 
Ward  lying  between  Nicetown  lane  and  Diamond  street,  and, 
Germantown  avenue  and  Twenty-second  street. 

Horned  cattle  (as  per  exceptions  named)  may  be  driven  at 
all  times  of  the  day  on  Thirtieth  street,  north,  to  the  upper 
and  lower  decks  of  the  Callowhill  street  bridge  ;  on  Spring 
Garden  street,  to  Thirty-first  street ;  on  Thirtieth  street,  to 
Ludlow  street ;  out  Ludlow  street,  to  Thirty-second  street,  to 
Lancaster  avenue  and  Market  street,  and  on  either  of  last 
named  streets ;  also,  on  Rockland  street,  from  Thirty-first 
street  to  Lancaster  avenue,  and  on  Montgomery  avenue, 
between  American  street  and  Germantown  avenue. 

No  horned  cattle,  sheep  or  swine  shall  be  driven  through 
the  streets  on  Sunday,  and  at  no  time  in  streets  around  the 
public  squares.  Cows  and  bulls  shall  not  be  driven  together 
in  one  drove  at  any  time  between  5  A.  M.  and  8  P.  M.,  ex- 
cepting between  Fortieth  street  and  the  DelaAvare  river,  Lehigh 
avenue  on  the  north,  and  Morris  street  on  the  south. 

Horned  cattle  (not  to  exceed  two  in  number)  may  be  led  by 
one  person  if  properly  haltered,  at  any  time  and  on  any  street 
on  week  days. 

Horned  cattle  landed  from  ship-board  can  be  taken  at  any 
time  from  the  vessel  to  the  place  of  sale  or  delivery,  to  places 
designated  by  the  purchasers  of  the  imported  animals.  Pen- 
alty for  any  violation  of  this  section  io  be  five  (5)  dollars,  to 
be  recovered  before  any  magistrate  in  the  city. 

Sect.  2.  Thirty  (30)  horned  cattle  shall  be  the  limit  of  any 
one  drove  to  be  driven  through  the  streets,  as  specified  in 
Section  1,  and  not  mo,e  than  sixty  (60)  hogs  shall  constitute 
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a  drove ;  and  such  droves  of  hogs  may  be  driven  through  the 
streets  at  any  time  of  the  day  or  night  (excepting  in  the  streets 
around  the  public  squares)  from  November  1  to  April  1,  but 
at  all  other  times  the  driving  of  swine  shall  be  as  provided  for, 
for  the  driving  of  horned  cattle  in  Section  1.  Penalty  for 
violating  this  section,  five  (5)  dollars,  to  be  recovered  before 
any  magistrate  of  the  city. 

Sect.  3.  All  droves  of  horned  cattle,  sheep  or  swine  shall 
be  at  least  five  hundred  (500)  feet  apart,  and  shall,  at  all  times, 
be  in  charge  of  at  least  two  persons  ;  and  if  any  cattle,  swine 
or  sheep  shall  die  or  be  injured  on  the  streets,  the  owner  or 
persons  in  charge  shall  remove  them  within  two  hours  after 
they  shall  have  died  or  been  injured,  under  a  penalty  of  five 
f  (5)  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered  before  any  magis- 
trate in  the  city. 

Sect.  4.  The  Mayor,  through  the  Bureau  of  Police,  shall 
have  full  authority  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  5.  As  this  ordinance  supplies  and  takes  the  place  of 
all  others  now  in  force,  relating  to  the  driving  of  horned  cattle, 
I  sheep  or  swine,  the  latter  are  hereby  repealed.

Thirty-fourth  and 
Chestnut  streets,  as  indicated  by  the  accompanying  diagram, 
and  find  that  the  yards  of  the  dwellings  are  several  feet  below 
the  grades  of  the  respective  streets  and  without  facilities  for 
proper  drainage,  the  triangular  block  depending  upon  an  old 
wooden  trunk  or  conduit  built  along  the  line  of  what  was 
formerly  known  as  Beaver  creek,  the  course  of  which  is  marked 


»; 
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by  the  heavy  red  line  on  the  diagram.  The  conduit  is  inade- 
quate for  the  purpose,  and  the  cellars  of"  the  houses  on  Wood- 
land avenue  receive  water  in  large  quantity,  for  which  there 
appears  to  be  no  immediate  remedy,  and  is  certainly  preju- 
dicial to  the  health  of  the  occupants.  Sewers  have  been  con- 
structed on  Thirty-fourth  street  and  Chestnut  street,  but  not 
of  sufficient  depth  to  drain  the  yards.  The  only  practical 
remedy  which  presents  itself  is  the  filling  up  of  the  yards  and 
■alley-ways  to  the  grades  of  the  respective  streets,  and  the  con- 
struction of  a  sewer  on  Woodland  avenue,  from  Thirty-fourth 
street  to  Chestnut  street.  The  filling  up  of  the  yards  will  be 
of  considerable  expense  to  the  properties,  but  until  this  is  done 
the  nuisance  will  continue.

that  the  work  be  completed  before  the  opening  of  the  new 
Drexel  building  on  October  27th.

The  accompanying  plan  of  gas  lamps  in  the  vicinity  of 
these  streets  shows  that  there  are  five  lamps  already  erected 
in  this  square,  one  of  them  within  ten  feet  of  the  line  of  the 
corner  where  this  ordinance  directs  the  erection  of  another 
lamp ;  this  appears  to  me  to  be  unnecessary.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  a  copy  of  resolution  of  Councils, 
No.  96,  requesting  my  opinion  "as  to  whether  propei'ty 
owners  on  Penn  street,  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward,  are  liable 
for  assessment  charges  for  paving  the  roadway."  You  state 
that  Penn  street  (formerly  Shoemaker's  lane),  from  the 
Reading  Railroad  to  Chew  street,  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward, 
is  an  avenue  used  for  public  travel,  and  that  Councils,  by  ordi- 
nance of  March  28,  1888,  provided  for  the  macadamizing  of 
the  said  road  with  Belgian  block  gutters,  subject  to  a  proviso 
that  owners  of  property  assessed  at  suburban  rates  should  first 
give  their  assent  before  the  contractor  could  begin  the  work. 

You  ask  my  opinion  as  to  whether,  or  not,  the  above  proviso 
is  necessary  to  protect  the  city,  and  whether  it  can  safely  be 
repealed,  in  order  to  secure  the  much  needed  improvements. 
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In  answer,  I  have  to  say  that  the  question  as  to  whether,  or 
hot,  these  properties  are  surburban  or  rural,  is  one  that  I  can- 
not answer.

That  is  to  say,  in  an  expenditure  of  six  hundred  and  one 
liousand  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  (601,134)  dollars  and 
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sixty  (60)  cents,  fifty  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty 
(50,740)  dollars  and  forty-seven  (47)  cents  is  the  approximate 
amount  expended  for  materials  and  labor  used  and  employed 
because  of  the  occupancy  of  the  building  by  the  several  de- 
partments of  the  municipal  government  now  having  quarters 
in  the  new  City  Hall.  The  ratio  of  per  centage  for  mainte- 
nance, as  will  readily  be  seen,  is  a  trifle  over  8.44.  As  to  the 
second  branch  of  your  resolution,  the  Commissioners  consider 
it  probable  that  if  the  total  expenditure  by  them  during  the 
present  year  had  been  double  the  amount  above  stated,  the 
total  amount  necessarily  expended  for  "maintenance"  would 
have  been  but  very  little,  if  any.  larger  than  what  it  now  is, 
very  materially  reducing  the  ratio  of  per  centage.

Dse  of  getting  under  the  railroad.  The  owners  and  tenants 
)mplained  about  the  condition  in  which  the  street  was  placed 
Y  this  grading,  and  a  resolution  of  Councils  was  passed  which 
opped  the  work.  Since  then  an  ordinance  has  been  intro- 
uced  to  again  fill  up  the  street  to  its  natural  position.  The 
roperty  owners,  however,  filed  a  petition  for  a  jury  to  assess 
amages,  and  damages  in  a  very  large  amount  were  awarded 
lem.  From  these  awards  the  City  took  an  appeal.  Eleven  of 
16  cases  on  the  appeal  have  been  tried,  and  the  sum  of  about 
6,975  has  been  awarded  by  a  jury  under  the  claims  in  the 
'curt  of  Common  Pleas  No.  4,  the  said  amount  of  $6,975  be- 
ig  a  reduction  of  $4,500  from  the  award  of  the  road  jury, 
'here  are  two  or  three  more  small  claims  still  to  be  tried. 

Would  it  not  be  advisable  for  the  City  to  proceed  and  eom- 
lete  the  grading,  and  thus  avoid  the  dangerous  condition  of 
ae  street  ?  The  City,  having  paid  the  property  owners  the 
amages  should  not  fill  up  the  street.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  so  much  of  the  House  of 
Correction  property  as  lies  between  the  State  Road  and  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  as  may  be  required,  is  hereby  set  aside 
for  the  erection  of  buildings  to  be  occupied  and  used  by  the 
indigent  poor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  2.  The  Mayor  of  the  city  is  hereby  authorized  to 
advertise  for  competitive  working  plans,  specifications  and 
estimates  of  cost  for  suitable  buildings  to  accommodate  not  less- 
than  one  thousand  (1000)  inmates,  and  the  Mayor  is  hereby 
authorized  to  accept  one  of  the  said  plans  if  in  his  judgment 
it  is  for  the  interests  of  the  city,  and  to  pay  the  successful 
bidder  the  sum  of  five  hundred  (500)  dollars  for  a  completC'^ 
set  of  working  plans,  specifications  and  estimates  of  cost,  and 
upon  the  acceptance  of  said  plan  the  Mayor  is  authorized  to 
invite  bids  for  the  erection  of  such  buildings  under  the  said 
accepted  plan  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  present  requirements 
of  the  city,  and  to  award  the  contract  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder  ;  and  the  Mayor  is  authorized  to  appoint  a  competent 
person  to  superintend  the  erection  of  said  buildings  at  such 
salary  as  he  may  deem  proper. 

Sect.  3.  That  upon  the  completion  and  acceptance  of  said 
buildings  the  Board  of  Charities  and  Correction  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  forthwith  remove  the  indigent  poor 
from  the  Blockley  Almshouse  under  such  rules  and  regulations, 
as  they  may  prescribe. 
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Sect.  4.  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
(150,000)  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  appropriated  to 
the  Department  of  Charities  and  Correction  from  special  fund 
for  new  Almshouse  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  cost  of  said 
buildings  as  well  as  the  cost  of  the  plans  and  superintendence. 
And  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  President  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Charities  and  Correction  in  conformity  with  existing 
ordinances.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsis- 
tent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

Gentlemen  ; — Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  call  your  at- 
tention to  the  present  overcrowded  condition  of  the  Registra- 
tion Office ;  the  records  of  over  thirty  years  are  now  stored 
in  the  building,  and  at  this  time  there  is  no  available  space  for 
storage  for  the  records  of  the  present  year.

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  have  inspected  the 
sewage  system  of  Germantown,  and  submit  herewith  tracings 
of  its   distribution  kindly  furnished  by   the  Survey  Depart- 
ment. 

The  red  lines  indicate  the  sewers,  and  it  will  be  seen  that 
there  is  but  one  outlet  for  the  entire  system,  which  covers  an 
area  of  1,500  acres.  They  all  empty  into  the  Wingohockinw 
•creek,  at  Penn  street,  from  which  point  there  is  no  constructed 
sewer  in  all  the  windings  of  this  creek  to  the  Delaware. 

The  filth  that  is  collected  from  this  large  district,  including 
the  Germantown  Hospital,  is  discharged  into  the  open  stream 
below  Penn  street,  from  whence  it  flows  sluggishly  for  about 
three  squares,  owing  to  the  tortuous  windings  of  the  creek 
and  other  obstructions  due  chiefly  to  a  higher  level  in  the  bed 
of  the  stream  at  Wister  Station,  a  short  distance  below  Penn 
street. 

This  makes  a  partial  basin  between  these  two  points,  into 
which  the  more  solid  portions  of  the  filth  would  settle,  de- 
veloping a  permanent  nuisance,  offensive  and  pernicious  to 
the  neighborhood. 

This  condition  would  be  occasionally  ameliorated  by  rain 
storms  and  freshets,  which  would  partially  wash  out  the 
accumulations.  But  during  the  dry  and  hot  summer  months 
the  nuisance  would  become  intolerable.  If  the  sewers  now 
terminating  at  Penn  street  were  continued  three  or  four 
squares  in  the  line  of  Belfield  avenue,  it  would  remove  the 
outlet  that  much  further  from  the  built-up  portion  and  remove 
the  present  filth  basin. 

A  comprehensive  system  of  sewers  is  in  contemplation, 
which  will  include  the  whole  section  of  country  eastward  to 
the  Delaware.  It  will  be  many  years  before  that  is  all  accom- 
plished ;  in  the  meantime  it  is  important,  as  a  matter  of  public 
health,  that  ascertained  causes  of  disease  should  be  removed 
as  speedily  as  possible.  If  this  sewer  should  be  extended 
beyond   Wistar   street    during    the    present   year,  the    outlet 


« 
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vould  be  left  in  a  much  less  populous  district,  and  without 
lie  objectionable  character  of  the  stream  beyond,  which  now 
exists  with  the  outlet  at  Penn  street.

Dear  Sir  : — In  view  of  the  probability  of  the  early  removal 
of  the  Almshouse  population  from  its  present  location,  and  the 
opportunity  which  will  then  be  afforded  for  the  utilization  of 
existing  buildings,  it  is  not  deemed  wise  at  present  to  erect  the 
building  provided  for  in  the  appropriation  by  Councils — Item 
53,  of  $5,000 — for  the  erection  of  workshops  for  the  insane. 

We  desire  that  this  sum,  therefore,  be  transferred  to  an  item 
which  had  been  favorably  passed  upon  by  the  Finance  Com-

To  authorize  the  location  and  erection  of  a  new  Almshouse,  and 
to  provide  for  the  removal  of  the  indigent  poor  from  Blockley 
Almshouse,  and  to  make  an  appropriation  therefor. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  so  much  of  the  House  of 
Correction  property  as  lies  between  the  State  road  and  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  as  may  be  required,  is  hereby  set  aside 
for  the  erection  of  buildings  to  be  occupied  and  used  by  the 
indigent  poor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  Mayor  of  the  city  is  hereby  authorized 
to  engage  an  architect  of  experience  in  buildings  of  a  similar 
character,  and  if  he  thinks  it  desirable,  direct  him  to  examine 
analogous  structures  in  other  cities  where  there  may  be  good 
modern  improvements.  The  said  architect  shall  prepare  plans 
and  specifications,  with  estimate  of  cost,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Mayor,  and  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  the  work 
as  it  progresses.  On  the  completion  of  the  plans  and  specifi- 
cations the  Mayor  shall  advertise  for  proposals,  and  award  the 
contract  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder.  All  costs  incurred 
under  this  section  shall  be  paid  from  the  general  appropriation 
for  the  work. 

The  architect  shall  receive  for  his  services,  expenses,  plans, 
and  specifications  a  sum  not  exceeding  three  (3)  per  cent,  on 
the  cost  of  the  completion  of  the  building. 

Sect.  3.  That  upon  the  completion  and  acceptance  of  said 
buildings,  the  Board  of  Charities  and  Correction  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  forthwith  remove  the  indigent  poor 
from  the  Blockley  Almshouse  under  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  they  may  prescribe. 
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Sect.  4.  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
150,000)  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  appropriated  to 
the  Department  of  Charities  and  Correction  from  special  fund 
for  new  almshouse,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  cost  of  said 
buildings  as  well  as  the  cost  of  the  plans  and  superintendence. 
And  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  President  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Charities  and  Correction  in  conformity  with  existing 
ordinances.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  be,  and  are,  hereby  repealed.

Watson,  Esq.,  to  communicate  to  you  certain  important  fticts 
in  reference  to  the  bill  to  pay  D.  &  P.  McNichol  for  grad- 
ing Montgomery  avenue,  now  before  your  Honorable  Body. 

It  appears  that  in  April,  1888,  Mr.  Watson  had  a  contract 
with  the  Water  Department  to  furnish  clay  to  line  East  Park 
Reservoir,  and  that  in  August  of  the  same  year  he  also  had  a 
contract  with  the  Highway  Department  to  grade  Montgomery 
avenue.  The  city  to  be  at  no  cost  for  said  grading  ;  he  to  have 
the  clay  and  gravel  obtained  thereby.  It  also  appears  that  a 
balance  still  remains  due  Mr.  Watson  for  clay  furnished,  and 
tliat  the  purport  of  the  said  bill  now  before  your  Honorable 
Body  is  to  apply  the  balance  to  the  payment  of  D.  k  P.  Mc- 
Nichol for  grading  Montgomery  avenue  against  such  applica- 
tion of  the  money  due  our  client,  we  do  most  earnestly  protest. 

The  only  ground  upon  which  the  Water  Bureau,  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  refuses  to  pay  Mr. 
Watson  for  the  clay  furnished  is,  that  the  contract  as  to  grad- 
ing on  Montgomery  avenue  was  not  completed  on  the  day 
specified.

reau. Moreover  as  the  two  contracts  are  entirely  inde- 
pendent, and  as  the  contract  with  the  Water  Bureau  has  been 
fulfilled,  a  failure  to  comply  with  the  contract  for  grading 
Montgomery  avenue  cannot  justify  such  application  of  the 
balance  due  our  client.

REPORT 

Of  Sub-Committee  of  Councils  on  Fire  and  Health,  appointed 
to  investigate  the  subject  of  rotary  and  piston  engines. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Health. 

Gentlemen  : — We,  your  Sub-Committee,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  "  Resolution  relating  to  an  investigation  of  the 
merits  of  the  rotary  and  piston  system  of  fire  engines,  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

Your  Committee  fully  appreciating  the  importance  of  the 
matter  that  had  been  intrusted  to  them,  its  bearing  upon  the 
welfare  of  the  city,  and  desiring  zealously  to  second  the  effort 
of  the  executive  to  secure  the  best  fire  engines  possible  for 
the  growing  needs  of  this  large  city,  have  earnestly  endeavored 
to  investigate  the  matter  so  thoroughly  that  it  would  not  be  at 
all  difficult  to  assign  reasons  for  their  conclusions  in  the  report 
they  now  submit. 

Your  Committee,  in  the  course  of  their  investigation,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  arriving  at  a  better  understanding  of  the 
subject  matter  of  the  inquiry,  visited  the  Cities  of  New  York, 
Washington,  and  Baltimore,  where  they  personally  investigated 
the  fire  apparatus  and  appliances  of  the  several  departments 
in  those  cities,  and  received  the  statements  of  the  officials  in 
charge  of  said  fire  departments,  with  special  reference  to  the 
resolution  regarding  the  merits  of  the  rotary  and  piston 
systems. 
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It  became  early  apparent  that  while  the  major  part  of  the 
(lifterent  makes  of  fire  engines  might  all  be  called  good,  yet 
<lue  weight  should  be  given  as  to  which  type  of  engines,  while 
embracing  all  that  could  be  said  as  to  general  efficiency,  should 
surpass  in  reliability,  efficiency  and  durability. 

It  is  to  be  noted  in  the  statements  made  by  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
that,  while  that  department  had  but  one  Silsby  rotary  engine 
in  service,  and  his  likings  and  prejudices  were  altogether  in 
favor  of  the  piston  engine  for  use  in  large  cities  and  high 
buildings,  he  considered  the  rotary  to  be  a  very  good  engine 
in  other  sections  of  the  country,  but  not  such  as  he  would 
■want  in  the  City  of  New  York,  yet  the  only  Silsby  rotary 
that  that  department  has  was  placed,  to  your  Committee's 
personal  knowledge,  in  a  district  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
■were  buildings  Avere  higher,  relatively  more  valuable,  and 
where  more  fires  occurred  than  in  any  other  district  in  New 
York,  or  any  other  district  in  any  city  in  the  world  of  which 
there  is  official  knowledge. 

The  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  while  he  stated  that  he 
] (referred  the  piston  type  of  engine,  was  unable  to  assign  any 
other  reason  for  his  preference  of  the  piston  engine  over  the 
rotary  engine  than  that  he  thought  they  made  too  much  noise 
and  might  disturb  the  sleep  of  those  residing  in  the  immediate 
neighborhood  of  the  conflagration.  He  admitted  that  he  had 
found  trouble  in  the  action  of  the  piston  engine  when  dirty 
water  was  used.  He  also  admitted  that  the  force  of  the 
stream  would  be  about  the  same  as  thrown  by  a  rotary  engine 
of  the  same  class.  He  stated  that  the  rotary  engine  would 
pick  up  water  moi-e  quickly  by  suction.  And  also,  that  "■  It 
is  well  known,  doubtless  to  everybody,  that  theoretically  the 
rotary  pump  is  the  proper  one.  That  is  a  fact  that  cannot  be 
gainsaid,"  but,  notwithstanding  this,  he  preferred  the  piston 
for  steady  work  in  a  city  like  New  York. 

Your  Committee  visited  and  inspected  various  branches  of 
the  New  York  Fire  Department  at  their  headquarters,  and 
were  much  interested  in  the  fire  apparatus  shown  by  Captain 
Henry  W.  McAdams,  drill  master  of  the  life  saving  corps,  and 
Captain  of  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  No.  16,  who  exhibited 
a  net  woven  crosswise,  known  as  the  "  Bonner  drop  net."  It 
measured,  when  extended,  30   feet   in  circumference,  and   had 
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been  used  to  catch  persons  jumping  from  burning  buildings  at 
a  height  of  six  or  seven  stories,  it  is  said  with  safety.  A  force 
of  18  men  was  requisite  to  hold  the  net  in  such  cases.  Scal- 
ing ladders  were  also  exhibited,  and  a  life  gun  for  throwing  a 
line  over  a  building  300  feet  in  height.  A  life  belt,  used  by 
the  firemen  in  hooking  places  on  the  ladder  when  engaged  in 
passing  ladders  above  them  and  in  lowering  from  upper  stories 
the  occupants  of  the  burning  building,  was  also  shown,  and 
your  Committee  would  suggest  the  adoption  of  similar  appa- 
ratus for  use  in  this  department. 

Your  Committee  visited  the  quarters  of  engine  known  as  No- 
17,  Ludlow  street,  New  York,  and  w'ere  shown  the  Silsby 
rotary  engine  located  there.  The  engineer  in  charge  stated 
that  the  only  repairs  that  engine  had  was  that  of  a  spoke 
which  had  a  piece  knocked  out  of  it  by  a  collision  with  a 
wagon  on  the  way  to  a  fire,  and  to  quote  his  own  language. 
''  That  could  not  be  called  repairs  to  the  engine.  He  said 
this  engine  had  been  in  service  last  year  at  287  fires,  and  the 
preceding  year  at  302  fires ;  that  the  engine  in  action  had  no 
vibration  whatever ;  that  the  pumps  had  never  refused  to  act 
on  account  of  grit  or  any  impediment ;  and  that  it  was  a  very 
rapid  engine,  and  as  quick,  if  not  quicker,  than  any  other 
engine  in  getting  up  steam. 

He  also  stated  that  he  sometimes  worked  with  a  handful  of 
fuel,  and  that  other  engineers,  having  in  charge  different 
engines,  had  borrowed  fuel  from  him  to  keep  up  their  fires. 
He  also  stated  that  his  engine  did  not  burn  as  much  fuel  as 
the  others  of  the  piston  type.  His  experience  had  been  large, 
having  handled  Amoskeag.  Clapp  &  Jones,  LaFrance  and 
Ahrens  engine  of  Cincinnati. 

Lieutenant  Leedom,  of  the  same  Company,  stated  that  he 
never  knew  her  to  break  down  at  a  fire,  and  that  the  engine 
had  sometimes  been  as  long  as  twelve  or  thirteen  hours  con- 
secutively in  service.  He  mentioned  the  instance  of  a  fire 
occurring  on  Sunday  night  early  in  January  on  Broadway, 
where  the  time  that  had  elapsed  from  the  moment  they  received 
the  alarm  by  telegraph  until  the  moment  they  threw  a  stream 
of  water  on  the  fire  did  not  exceed  four  minutes.  This  was  on 
a  six  story  building.  He  also  stated  that  Engine  Company 
No.  17  had  been  called  out  and  responded  to  alarms  of  fire  a 
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greater  number  of  times  than  any  other  engine  company  in  the 
department. 

Your  Committee  visited  the  Headquarters  of  the  Fire  Patrol 
No.  1,  Murray  street,  New  York,  where  they  saw  a  Silsby 
rotary  used  by  the  fire  patrol  officials  for  pumping  out  cellars 
after  conflagrations,  and  occasionally  assisting  in  playing  on 
fires. 

This  engine  was  known  as  one  of  the  fourth  class,  and  at 
one  time  was  run  continuously  463  hours  and  55  minutes,  and 
after  that  service  was  not  obliged  to  bo  either  overhauled  or 
repaired.  The  engineer  in  charge  stated  that  she  had  lifted 
water  and  held  it  at  what  is  known  as  the  '•  Dead  lift,"  31 
feet. 

He  stated,  as  the  result  of  his  experience,  that  he  found  the 
rotarv  engine  to  be  a  better  engine  than  the  piston  engine  in 
its  simplicity  of  construction  ;  that  there  is  no  complication  of 
valves  or  spi'ings  to  get  oiit  of  order  as  there  is  in  the  piston 
engine  ;  that  the  rotary  throws  a  more  steady  stream  ;  that  its 
motion  is  more  continuous  and  uniform  :  that  there  was  a 
saving  of  fuel,  and  that  the  rotary  engine  woidd  force  up  its 
water  better  than  any  piston  engine. 

Your  Committee  also  visited  the  Headquarters  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Fire  Patrol  Service  and  met  Mr.  Abram  C. 
Hull,  Superintendent  of  the  Fire  Patrol  Service  of  the  City 
of  New  York,  who  had  been  with  the  fire  patrol  for  nineteen 
years,  and  had  been  twenty-two  years  in  the  service  of  the 
Fire  Department.  He  spoke  in  the  highest  terms  of  the 
Silsby  rotary  engine,  preferring  it  to  that  of  any  other  make. 

Your  Committee  desire  to  express  their  acknowledgments 
for  the  uniform  courtesy  shown  them  by  the  officials  in  charge 
of  the  Fire  Department  and  Fire  Patrol  of  New  York,  and 
Fire  Departments  of  Washington  and  Baltimore,  during  their 
visit  there. 

On  January  28th  and  29th,  respectively,  your  Committee 
visited  Washington  an<l  Baltimore. 

At  Washington  they  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  Mr.  Joseph 
Parris,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department  of  that  city, 
who  had  been  in  the  Fire  Department  off  and  on  since  1865. 

His  first  position  was  as  a  driver  of  an  engine,  from  which 
he  was  promoted  to  foreman,  and  then  he  was  made  Chief 
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Engineer.  He  had  not  previously  been  an  engineer.  While 
foreman  he  ran  a  piston  engine.  They  have  seven  piston  en- 
gines and  one  rotary  engine. 

Mr.  Parris  very  frankly  stated  that  the  Silsby  rotary  engine 
had  given  entire  satisfaction,  and  that  it  had  been  in  use  since 
September,  1879. 

He  stated  that  he  had  knowledge  that  a  rotary  engine  would 
not  do  so  Avell,  where  the  water  is  muddy,  as  a  piston  engine, 
but  that  he  never  tried  it  to  see.  He  believed  that  the  sources 
of  his  information  might  have  been  partial  to  the  piston  type. 
He  also  said  that  he  did  not  think  the  work  of  the  rotary  en- 
gine could  be  excelled  anywhere ;  that  he  had  never  seen  anv 
better  Avork.  but  that  his  preference  was  for  the  piston  engine. 
He  further  said  that,  in  expressing  his  opinion  as  to  his  prefer- 
ence for  the  piston  engine,  he  had  never  had  any  personal 
experience  Avith  the  rotary  engine  since  he  had  been  in  charge 
of  the  Department,  but  that  he  had  experience  Avith  the  piston 
engine  and  preferred  it ;  and  that  the  Silsby  rotary  had  the 
same  boiler  noAv  that  it  had  originally,  and  that  it  "had  stood 
the  wear  and  tear  during  all  that  time,  Avhich  is  ten  years  ;  and, 
also,  that  there  Avas  no  competition  in  the  purchase  of  engines, 
but  that  the  Fire  Department  selected  the  kind  of  engines  thev 
Avanted  and  bought  them. 

Assistant  Engineer  Louis  P.  Loav,  avIio  has  been  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  Fire  Department  for  eighteen  years,  was  first  fore- 
man of  an  engine  company  and  Avas  then  promoted  to  his 
present  position,  in  Avhich  he  has  been  tAvo  years. 

He  said  he  preferred  the  piston  engine,  but  that  he  had 
never  had  any  experience  Avith  the  rotary  engine. 

Mr.  William  J.  Belt,  Second  Assistant  Engineer  of  the  Fire 
Department,  said  that  he  had  noticed  the  tAvo  types  of  engines 
at  fires.  With  reference  to  the  Silsby  rotary  engine  he  said 
that  she  liad  always  performed  her  duties  satisfactorily  ;  that 
she  had  always  given  plenty  of  Avater,  and  that  the  only  ob- 
jection he  had  to  it  was  its  humming  noise.  He  admitted  that 
the  men  Avho  ran  the  rotary  engine  did  not  express  any  objec- 
tion to  the  humming  noise,  but  "  They  rather  liked  it." 

Mr.  Belt  further  said,  as  to  repairs,  that  he  had  less  trouble 
with  the  Silsby  rotary  than  any  other  engine  he  had  ;  that  he 
had  never  experienced  any  lack  of  Avater  or  any  difficulty  in 
lifting  or  leceivinjr  it  from  the  main;    that  lie  had  also  noticed 
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they  had  less  trouble  with  the  bursting  hose  as  to  the  Silsby 
rotary  than  the  other  engines,  and  that  she  forced  a  more 
uniform  stream  of  water  through  the  hose  than  the  piston 
engine. 

Your  Committee  also  visited  Engine  House  No.  4,  and 
interviewed  Mr.  Sorrell,  foreman  of  that  engine,  and  other 
gentlemen  having  the  engine  in  charge. 

Mr.  Sorrell  stated  that  he  had  been  connected  with  the 
Fire  Department  for  thirty  years  as  private  and  foreman,  and 
had  run  both  piston  and  rotary  engines,  and  from  his  experi- 
ence with  both  types  of  engines  he  considered  the  rotary 
engine  to  be  the  most  efficient  engine.  He  laid  special  stress 
Tipon  the  superiority  of  the  rotary  engine  as  to  durability.  He 
considered  her  capacity  for  forcing  water  superior ;  that  she 
was  altogether  more  efficient  in  action ;  that  the  expense  of 
keeping  it  in  repair  was  not  one-fourth  that  of  the  piston 
engine,  and  that  the  suction  of  the  rotary  was  superior. 

He  also  stated  that,  at  the  Patent  Office  fire  in  1879,  this 
engine  had  worked  continuously  for  twenty  hours,  and  at  the 
Jefferson  School  fire  she  had  worked  continuously  for  seven- 
teen hours. 

Mr.  Frank  Donnelly,  engineer,  who  had  been  in  the  Fire 
Department  for  eighteen  years,  and  has  had  experience  with 
the  piston  and  rotary  type  of  engines,  operating  both,  said  the 
Silsby  rotary  engine  does  the  best  work,  and  is  better  in  every 
particular. 

He  declares  that  as  to  durability  and  simplicity  of  construc- 
tion he  preferred  the  rotary  in  every  way  :  that  she  was  less 
liable  to  get  out  of  order,  and  for  a  long  run  you  could  put  all 
your  dependence  in  a  Silsby  rotary  where  you  could  not  in  a 
piston  :  that  the  rotary  was  better  both  for  lifting  and  for  throw- 
ing water ;  that  there  is  nothing  to  clog  up  in  the  rotary  :  that 
you  could  use  gritty,  muddy  and  clear  water,  while  the  piston 
type,  under  such  conditions,  were  always  liable  to  get  out  of 
order,  to  clog  and  to  stop  ;  that  if  he  were  purchasing  engines 
for  a  city  he  would  prefer  the  rotary  all  the  time,  from  what 
he  had  seen  of  them,  although  he  was  in  noway  prejudiced  for 
or  against  them,  and  he  based  his  statements  upon  his  experi- 
ence. As  to  noise  he  had  never  heard  anybody  complain 
about  it. 
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This  engine  is  located  near  the  Capitol  building. 

At  quarters  of  Engine  No.  13,  at  the  intersection  of  Myrtle 
avenue  and  Fremont  street,  Baltimore,  Md.,  your  Committee 
met  Mr.  John  H.  Deal,  engineer,  who  has  been  in  the  Fire 
Department  for  seventeen  years,  who  said  he  had  been  an 
engineer  during  the  whole  of  this  period.  He  was  a  marine 
engineer  and  had  his  license  as  such,  and  also  had  a  theoretical 
as  well  as  a  practical  knowledge  of  engineering.  He  had 
worked  both  types  of  engines,  piston  and  rotary.  He  had 
run  the  Silsby  rotary  engine  since  August,  1887.  He  spoke 
in  the  most  positive  terms  of  the  satisfaction  this  engine  had 
given  as  to  lifting  and  throwing  power,  and  as  to  her  dura- 
bility, capacity  and  simplicity.  He  considered  the  rotary 
engine  superior,  and  would  rather  have  it  than  the  piston  ; 
that  he  had  never  heard  but  one  objection  made  to  the  Silsby 
rotary  engine,  and  that  was  as  to  the  humming  noise,  but  he 
considered  that  a  mere  matter  of  prejudice.  Mr.  Deal  also 
said  that  he  would  guarantee  to  take  this  engine  and  put  water 
over  any  building  in  Baltimore. 

Mr.  John  Bannon,  assistant  engineer,  who  is  also  a  licensed 
marine  engineer,  stated  that  this  Silsby  rotary  would  throw 
more  water  for  her  capacity  and  size  than  any  engine  in  Balti- 
more and  do  it  freer,  and  that  it  had  thrown  water  six  feet 
above  the  figurehead  on  top  of  the  Washington  Monument 
against  the  wind.  He  spoke  particular!}'  of  its  efficiency  and 
action.      He  said  that  there  was  less  strain  and  less  vibration. 

Mr.  William  Reed  said,  that  of  the  two  types  of  engines, 
the  Siisby  rotary  thi'ows  more  water  and  costs  less  for  repairs 
than  any  piston  engine  of  the  same  weight  and  size  ;  that  he 
preferred  the  Silsby  engine  for  its  simplicity  of  construction, 
steadiness  in  its  operation,  and  its  reliability  ;  that  it  is  a  more 
economical  engine  than  any  other  in  use,  and  that  as  to  the 
cost  of  repairs  the  difference  between  the  Silsb}^  rotary  and  the 
piston  engines  is  about  as  one  dollar  to  twenty. 

Your  Committee  also  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  Mr.  John 
F.  Hunter,  President  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

He  said  he  preferred  the  piston  engine,  although  he  thouglit 
the  rotary  performed  about  the  same  amount  of  work  ;  also, 
that  Mayor  Hodges  was  very  much  in  favor  of  the  rotary  en- 
gine.     He  mentioned    that  he  considered  the  rotarv  motion 
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more  constant,  but  that  they  had  excellent  results  from  the 
piston,  and  also  spoke  of  the  waste  of  fuel  and  oil  by  the 
rotary,  but  that  he  had  no  personal  knowledge  about  it ;  that 
he  was  not  an  engineer. 

A  large  amount  of  letters  advocating  both  the  piston  and 
rotary  types  of  fire  engines,  have  also  been  considered  in  the 
formation  of  the  opinion  of  your  Committee. 

Your  Committee,  as  the  result  of  their  investigation,  and 
taking  into  full  consideration  the  nature  and  character  of  the 
statements  made  to  them,  of  which  the  foregoing  is  a  fair  sum- 
mary, find  as  follows  : 

The  al)ility  of  the  Silsby  rotary  engine  to  lift  and  force  a 
larger  quantit}^  of  water  in  a  given  time  than  any  other  type 
of  steam  fire  engine  of  the  same  weight. 

The  reliability  in  })eing  able  to  pump  any  kind  of  water 
witliout  injury  and  without  clogging;  and  maintaining  a  uni- 
form and  steady  pressure  on  the  hose  without  the  pulsating 
motion  produced  by  tlie  piston  pumps  ;  and  to  force  the  same 
in  large  streams  through  long  lines  of  hose  without  the  danger 
of  bursting  the  same. 

The  absence  of  vibration  when  in  opei'ation,  thus  avoiding 
friction  and  wear  and  tear  of  hose. 

,    T'he   ability  to   do   its  work  with  less  steam  pressure,  thus 
preventing  unnecessary  strain  on  boiler  and  other  machinery. 

Its  ability  to  make  a  consecutive  run  for  hours,  days,  and 
even  weeks,  without  shutting  down. 
Economy  in  the  matter  of  fuel. 

Its  superiority  as  to  durability  and  long  life,  as  compared 
with  the  piston  type,  especially  as  to  cost  of  repairs. 

Your  Committee  have  also  been  assisted  in  their  conclusions 
by  the  report  of  the  experts,  Messrs.  Naylor,  Sellers,  and 
Moore,  on  the  tests  witnessed  and  investigated  by  them  as  to 
the  Silsby  rotary  engine,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  made  to 
his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  on  November  1,  1888  ;  and  they  desire 
to  call  attention  to  the  opinion  of  Prof.  Emory  Edwards  on 
the  Silsby  rotary  engine,  in  his  work  called  "  The  Practice,! 
Steam  Engineer's  Guide,"  etc.,  fifth  edition,  published  by 
Henry  Carey,  Baird  &  Co.,  of  Philadelphia,  and  Samson, 
Low  &  Marston,  London,  in  which  Prof.  Greene  describes  the 
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mechanism  and  qualities  of  all  the  different  makes  of  station- 
ary, portable  and  steam  fire  engines. 

On  page  188,  et  seq,  in  speaking  of  the  Silsby  rotarv 
engine,  he  says : 

"All  barriers  have  been  broken  down  and  predjudices  have 
been  conquered  by  the  inevitable  force  of  actual  worth. 
Twenty-five  years  of  uninterrupted  success  have  silenced  all 
cavil,  and  to-day  the  Silsby  rotary  is  acknowledged  [par  excel- 
lence) the  model  fire  steamer  of  the  world.  Wherever  the 
rotary  has  once  obtained  a  foothold  and  its  merits  have  be- 
come known,  it  has  never  been  successfully  supplanted ;  and 
where  it  has  been  the  longest  in  service,  there  it  is  the  most 
highly  prized." 

In  speaking  of  competitive  trials,  etc.,  on  page  189,  he  says  : 
"  It  was  always  found  that  the  rotary  would  pump  water 
where  the  piston  could  not,  and  that  when  the  throttle  was 
opened  the  rotary  was  ready  to  go  to  work,  and  that  there  she 
would  stand  and  continue  to  work  as  long  as  human  endurance 
could  supply  her  with  fuel  for  motive  power." 

The  same  author  discusses  the  qualifications  of  the  different 
types  of  fire  engines  to  a  considerable  length,  and  recommends 
the  Silsby  highly  for  its  simplicity  of  construction,  steadiness 
in  action,  power  and  operation. 

Your  Committee,  bearing  all  these  facts  and  conclusions  ii^ 
mind,  have  no  hesitancy  in  saying  that  the  Silsby  rotary  fire 
engine  far  excels  that  of  the  piston  type,  more  especially  for 
use  in  large  cities. 

"VVe  respectfully  submit  a  copy  of  the  testimony  taken,  and 
request  to  be  discharged  from  the  consideration  of  the  subject. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  return  herewith,  without 
my  approval,  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  make 
an  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  the 
completion  of  the  approaches  to  the  Chester  avenue  bridge, 
over  the  Philadelphia  and  Media  Railroad ;  and  to  authorize 
the  grading,  paving,  and  curbing  of  Chester  avenue,  between 
Forty-ninth  street  and  the  bridge  over  said  railroad." 

From  the  records  of  the  Registry  branch  of  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys,  it  appears  that  there  are  properties  fronting  on  the 
soutl^ast  side  of  Chester  avenue,  between  Forty-ninth  street 
and  the  bridge  crossing  the  West  Chester  and  Philadelphia 
Railroad,  liable  under  the  law  and  ordinances  of  Councils  for 
the  paving  of  one  half  of  Chester  avenue,  and  I  see  no  good 
reason  why  they  should  be  exempt  from  this  payment  as  is 
contemplated  by  the  accompanying  ordinance. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  has  already  made  the 
necessary  arrangements  to  grade  the  approach  to  this  bridge, 
which  will  then  be  passable  without  inconveience  to  the  public 
until  an  ordinance,  in  the  usual  form,  for  the  paving  and 
curbing  of  this  street  can  be  passed.
